custody of Polish security police. 


A Government communique said 
an investigation of Mikolajezyk’s 
flight showed “that the escape was 
planned together with diplomatic 
officials of one of the embassies 
in Warsaw and was realized with 
their action and direct aid.” 


The communique said this in- 


formation was confirmed by 
Bryja, Hulewies and Dabrowski, 
as well as “other persons detained 
in this affair.”

NO SMOKE-LAW 
FAILURE FOUND 
BY GRAND JURY 


Body Reports It Has No 
Evidence to Substanti- 
ate Any ‘Rumors’ of a 
Breakdown. 


A Circuit Court grand jury, in 
a partial report issued late today, 
declared that it failed to find any 
evidence to substantiate “rumors” 
that the smoke abatement pro- 
gram in the city had broken 


down because of disagreements, 


between the Smoke Elimination 
Department at the City Weights 
and Measures department. 

In a two-paragraph report, given 
to reporters by Assistant Circuit 


Attorney William J. Geekie, the 


jury said: 

“The grand jury has investi- 
gated at great length the rumored 
| breakdown of smoke elimination 
department of the city. The jury 
has studied this situation exhaus- 
tively during five complete ses- 
sions, examining 15 different wit- 
nesses, but failed to find evidence 
that enforcement of the smoke 
abatement ordinance has been 
jeopardized. 

“United States Weather Bureau 
reports submitted to the jury, fur- 
ther substantiates this fact and 
shows a consistent decline in 
smoke density in St. Louis since 
1939.” 

The jury’s investigation resulted

HARRIS EXPECTED TO BE OUT 
UNDER $7500 BOND TONIGHT 


Reported. ‘Finger Man’ in Shelton Killing 
Not Formally Named in Complaint,

Charles Harris, reputed “finger 
man” in the ambush killing Oct. 
23 of Carl Shelton, Illinois gang 
leader, was expected to be at lib- 
erty tonight on $7500 bond, set 


late yesterday at a habeas corpus 
hearing in circuit court at Fair- 
field, III. 

Bond was set by Judge Caswell 
Crebs, of Robinson, III., who went 
to Fairfield for the special court 
session, at which counsel for Har- 
ris argued that the 65l-year-old 
former convict was not formally 
named in the inquest verdict and 
was being unlawfully detained on 
recommendation of the coroner’s 
jury. The recommendation was 
followed by issuance of a cor- 
oner’s warrant, naming Harris in 
the killing. 

The fixing of the bond was with 
the consent of Wayne County 
State’s Attorney Virgil M. Mills, 
who suggested that the surety be 
placed at $10,000. Mills has failed 
to issue a criminal warrant 
against Harris on the ground no 
formal complaint was filed with 
him or with Sheriff Hal Brad- 
shaw, 

Outline of Evidence, 

Asked by the court to outline 
briefly the evidence against 
Harris, the State’s Attorney said 
there was one witness who re- 
ported seeing Harris fire a shot 
and others who saw him in the 
neighborhood of the ambush at 
the time of the shooting. Observ- 
ing that Harris, who was arrested 
in Tulsa, Okla, last Thursday, 
had left the state, Judge Crebs 
refused to accept a recommenda- 
tion for $3000 bond, made by 
Kelley Loy, Harris's attorney. In 
setting the figure at $7500, Judge 
Crebs stated the surety must be 
approved by Sheriff Bradshaw. 

Harris, held in an undisclosed 
Illinois jail because of fear of re- 
prisals by Shelton’s followers, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at Tulsa 
I> t week he believed he would 
be able to furnish bail. He claims 
a substantial equity in his 220- 
acre Wayne county farm, which 
is mortgaged, and he has loyal 


friends and relatives in the com- 
munity. 

It was expected Harris wil! 
leave -jail secretly after the bond 
is approved, and will endeavor to 
remain in hiding until wanted by 
Wayne county authorities. He had 
$506 on his person when arrested. 

Shelton’s Relatives at Hearing,

Says Unit Is Definite 
Asset to City — Pro. 


‘poses St. Louis Keep 
Full Control. 


Acting Mayor Charles E. Alba- 
nese, president of the Board of Al- 
dermen, said today he favored con- 
tinuation of the Naval Air Station 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, with 
the city retaining full control of 
the airport. 

“I am convinced the Navy’s air 
station is a definite asset to the 
city, and I will do everything I 
can to keep it here,” Albanese 
told reporters. He added he had 
given the subject considerable 
thought and does not believe the 
Navy’s flying interferes with com- 
mercial airline operation. 


Albanese, who aiso is a member 
of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, said he would main- 
tain his position “as long as the 
Navy does not interfere with com- 
mercia] operation.” “The present 
Navy training program does not 
conflict with other uses of the 
airport, as much of the training 
is conducted at outlying places,” 
Albanese added. 

The Navy recently reopened the 
question of retention of the Lam- 
bert Ffeld base, although announc- 
ing it would not take issue with 
the city over an order to move. 
Capt. Roland Kauffman, comman- 
dant of the air station, recently 
cited advantages he felt the city 
would gain by keeping the base 
here. 

Among the advantages cited by 
Capt. Kauffman were the Navy's 
fire, crash and snow cleaning 
equipment, services which would 
cost the city $200,000 a year. The 
statement added that 350 reserve 
pilots and 550 reserve enlisted men 
are receiving training at the base, 
and the Navy puts about $2,000,000 
a year into the St. Louis market 
through salaries and the purchase 
of supplies. 

Capt. Kauffman stressed na- 
tional defense in his statement 
and said he had received reports 
that the large commercial airlines 
preferred having the base at the 
airport. He pointed out the Navy 
spent $6,500,000 at the field for

TO AN APPEAL BY MARSHALL 


But State Department Will Retain Bar on 


Disclosing Evidence if It Originated 
in Another Agency.

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 — The 
State Department’s first conces- 
sion on behalf of employes dis- 
charged as security risks was an- 
nounced at a press conference yes- 
terday afternoon by ‘Secretary 
Marshall. When such employes 
appeal to the new. loyalty review 
board—but not until then—any 
evidence against them which orig- 
inated exclusively in the State De- 
partment will be made available 
in the form of specific charges. 


That the scope of the new act 
of grace is not too broad was in- 
dicated by a previous statement of 
the Secretary, which served inci- 
dentally as a partial alibi for his 
department. Since June 23 it has 
discharged 11 employes as poten- 
tial security hazards. Three were 
authorized later to resign without 
prejudice. 

“In large part,” Marshall said, 
“the department’s action was 
based on highly classified mate- 
rial not under its control.” 

This meant, it was explained by 
other department spokesmen, that 
a major share of the evidence on 
which the accused were convicted 
was top secret and was provided 
By such agencies as the Federal 

reau of Investigation and the 
National Intelligence Authority. 
The Secretary passed to the loyal- 
ty review board all responsibility 
for the clearance of evidence not 
supplied — 1 Se State De 3

: was was Marshall’s first — con- 
ference in Washington for nearly 
two months and the results were 
chiefly negative. He denied testily 
that public commotion over State 
Department dismissals had any- 
thing to do with his return from 
New York.

The defendants were not permit- 
ted to learn the charges against 
them. “Without charges,’ Mar- 
shall acknowledged, “a true hear- 
ing was impossible.” 
Limitation on Redress. 


The department’s view through- 
out, he indicated, was that dis- 
charged employes should find op- 
portunity for redress, if any, not 
within the department but through 
appeal to appropriate outside au- 
thorities. 

“The department,“ he said, “has 
never released the names of the 
employes against whom action 
was taken. The department’s ac- 


tion was, in large part, based on 


highly classified material not un- 
der its control. For this reason the 
department determined that it 
could not give the employes a 
full statement of charges.” 


It was recalled that a personnel 
security board of three depart- 
ment officers was set up on July 
9, and made a review of the se- 
curity files at issue. The board 
recommended that three employes 
should be permitted to resign 
without prejudice, but proposed 
that “the discharges of all the 
others should be allowed to stand 
and that none of them should now 
be permitted to resign without 
prejudice.” 

In the case of dismissed em- 
ployes,” said Marshall, “it is the 
department’s position that further 
review must come from estab- 
lished appeal bodies with authori- 
ty to use classified documents and 
information. 

“The department has already 
stated that the statute under 
which it acted established the 
Civil Service Commission as the 
body to determine the eligibility 
of such persons for employment in 
other government agencies.” 

Furthermore, he proceeded, the 
department on July 9 stated that 
“individuals will be permitted to 
appeal to the loyalty review board, 
established under executive order 
9835 of March 22, 1947, or any 
other review board established 
pursuant to law. The purpose of 
such appeal will be to permit the 
employe affirmatively to establish 
his innocen The department is 
informed that a loyalty review 
board, contemplated under the ex- 
ecutive order referred to, is now 
being established.” 

Bar on Full Disclosure. 

Secretary Marsl.all said he un- 
derstood that the White House 
would make an announcement to 
that effect in the immediate fu- 


ing paragraph, the heart of his 
statement, The text was as fol- 
lows: saa 

“The department will make 
available to the commission. or to 
the board its files with respect to 
any employe appealing to the 
commission or to the board. 

“Any information in that file 
fully under the control of the de- 
partment may be made avaflable 
to the employe as specific charges. 

“Security clearance of any other 
material in the file will be the 
responsibility of the commission 
or the board.“ 

'The department's decision to 
withdraw the veil from its own 
evidence regarding dismissed em- 
ployes was declared by some 
spokesmen to be no reversal .of 
policy, but recognition that a new 
factor has entered the situation 
in the pending establishment of 
the loyalty review board. Others 
said it appeared to be a new de- 
parture in security policy. 

European Aid Program. 

Earlier in the press conference, 
Secretary Marshall said that dis- 
eussions of the plan for European 
recovery had boiled down to 
a limited number of very critical 
decisions,” which would have to 
be made before the end of the 
week. He said he thought the de- 
partment would have a specific 
program to offer in testimony be- 
ginning Monday before the Sen- 
ate and House Appropriations 
committees. What their decisions 
will be, he snapped, “would be in- 
teresting news, but I am not go- 
ing to tell.” 

Asked whether China would be 
tied in with the plan for European 
recovery or would call for a sep- 
arate project, Marshall said: im 
cannot answer that now.” He de 
clined to state definitely whether 
the department would be ready 
next week to comply with Senator 
Vandenberg’s suggestion, in his 
Ann Arbor speech, that Congress 
be given an over-all statement in- 
cluding needs for China, and some 
light on the mysterious report of 
Gen. Albert Wedemeyer.

To Shock Wichita's Shockers

fense was not all that could be 
desired. 

In the second game of the sea- 
son Wichita sufféred the first of 
two defeats in seven games thus 
far when the Utah State team 
gained 180 of a total of 337 yards 
by air, scored all three touch- 
downs on passes and walked off 
with 21-6 triumph. 

‘As the season went on, Wichita 

encountered trouble if not defeat 
when a good passer was repre- 
sented in the opposition’s ranks. 
Bradley hit 11 of 23 aerials against 
the Shockers and scored its only 
touchdown by that method. Flag- 
staff of Arizona, even though 
swamped, 55-7, managed to com- 
plete 11 of 31 passes. 

Then, last week at Tulsa, where

the year. The winning Hurricane 
used passes to support a 90-yard 
drive that produced the only 
touchdown of the game.

Corresponding- 
ly, opponents of Wichita have 
used passes to obtain about 40 
per cent of the gains against the 
Shockers, 

Conceding that the St. Louis 
passing attack has been of a su- 
perior order this season, Billiken 
Coach Dukes Duford is in no 
mood to rest upon laurels. Stop- 
ping the exceptional Wichita run- 
ning attack has been the first or- 
der of the day. Providing a run- 
ning offense basis on which to 
set up the Billiken air power, is 
another problem.

(AP)—The 1947 Missouri deer sea- 
son lasted just 15 minutes for H. 
J. Sonksen of Columbia, Mo., to- 
day. 

‘He checked in at Steelville, Mo., 
with a nine-point buck estimated 
to weigh 300 pounds, Sonksen said 
he bagged the unusually large ani- 
man about 10 miles southwest of 
Steelville at 6:45. The season 
opened at 6:30 a.m. 

Another hunter, Arthur Howald 
of Steelville, was successful in the 
same area at 6:50. He killed a 
four-pointer that weighed approxi- 
mately 175 pounds. That is the 
average weight of white-tails 
killed in past Missouri seasons. 

Dan Saults, a Conservation Com- 
mission émploye checking the 
Crawford county area, said the 
number of hunters was much 
higher than in previous years. He 
described roads in the heavily- 


timbered sections as “choked with 
hunters’ automobiles.”

While 
the Nazis occupied his country, he headed its 
Government-in-exile in London. Now he is an 
exile again. About the only difference is that 
this time he fled from the Communists whereas 
before it was from the Gestapo of Adolf Hitler.

Thus, de- 
mocracy is a double loser.

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Mortgage on the Old Homestead 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics esti- 
mates that farm income in the United States 
this year will total 18 billion dollars, up 400 per 
eent from the four-and-a-half billion total of 
1939. . f 
Under these circumstances one might think 
the American farmer was paying off his mort- 
gage and all other debts as well. A great many 
farmers are doing just this. Yet I. W. Duggan, 
governor of the Farm Credit Administration, 
says that farm mortgage debt is rising. After 
the First World War it shot up to a total of 10 
billion dollars. By the end of 1946 it was down 
to $4,300,000,000. Now it is up again, to nearly 
five billions. 

Most of these new mortgages, we hope, are 


the work of “suitcase farmers,” whom we could 


better do without anyway. The sooner they are 


shaken out, the better agriculture will be. As 
Yor the bona fide farmer, he might take a glance 
at the suffering which mortgages caused him 
in the 208 and early 308 and take advantage of 
his unparalleled prosperity to get out of debt 
altogether. As Mr. Duggan remarks, the joint

Mr. Knutson Persists 
If Congressmen were given report cards as 
are their children—or their grandchildren — 
Minnesota’s Representative Knutson would get 


an “E” for Perseverance every time. Certainly 


‘he has not missed an opportunity to come out 


for a slash in federal taxes. Now he promises 
to have another tax reduction bill ready for the 
special sessien when it convenes Nov. 17. 
He has the support of the majority of the so- 
called Magill committee to which his Ways and 
Means Committee has given quasi-official advis- 


ory status. This, however, is not surprising since 


Roswell Magill, chairman of the group, former 
Under Secretary of the Treasury and-Wall Street 
lawyer, has been as persistent as Mr. Knutson 
himself in agitating for tax reduction. 
Perseverance, however, ig. not enough to turn 
a bad idea into a good one; and tax-cutting is a 
bad idea under current conditions. Everybody, 
of course, would enjoy a reduction—but, para- 
doxically, it would cost too much in the long 
run. Just now, when commodities are still 
scarce, it surely would have an inflationary ef- 


fect. There would be more money to spend, and 


so prices probably would swirl higher. They 
are giddy enough now. 

Also, the nation ought to reduce its debt 
while this is relatively easy. If it does so, 
there will be that much less interest to be paid 
at a time when paying may not be easy. The 
President's economic advisers had this in mind 
when they spoke against tax-slashing now. 

Perhaps even more important a consideration 
is the Marshall plan—the plain fact that the 
United States may have to dig deep to get 


democracy back onto its feet in Europe. That 


is just about our No. 1 job; and Mr. Knutson to 
the contrary notwithstanding, there better had 
be no reducing of federal revenues until we 
know how much must be spent overseas. 

Mr. Knutson’s proposal sounds most attractive 
when he talks of the community property states. 
They certainly are taking advantage of the rest 


‘of the country. The balance must be evened up, 


and since Washington cannot force the states to 
change their laws, the principle probably will 
have to be applied on a natfonal scale sooner or 
later. But any plan for such relief should be 
worked out in a way that will not mean a se- 
rious curtailment of federal income. 

Even equity in the matter of community prop- 
erty, however, may have to wait a bit for the 
sake of avoiding a new stimulant to inflation, 
for the sake of debt reduction and budget bal- 
ancing, and for the sake of aid to Europe. 
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The Nub of the Anti-Lynch Law 

A Southerner has put his finger on the nub 
of the federal anti-lynching bill. “If and when 
Southern mob members are punished by a 
Southern jury, I will say that it is not necessary 
to have a federal anti-lynch law. Until that 
time, I shall work for such a law,” says Hodding 
Carter, editor and publisher of the Delta 
Democrat-Times of Greenville, Miss. 

People in the United States must be protected 
against murder, including the kind of murder 
called lynching.. The states themselves should 
do it. If they fail, it becomes the obligation of 
the Federal Government to step in and perform 
the duty. 
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A Chance for Scrutiny 

Thanks to the “temporary withdrawal” of the 
$9,400,000 private bond issue, by the handling 
New York investment companies, the metropoli- 
tan area—lIllinois side as well as Missouri side 
has an opportunity to check over all aspects of 
the East St. Louis proposal to build a new bridge 
across the Mississippi. : 

One of the points which causes the withdrawal 
is lack of final approval by the St. Louis Board 
of Public Servige for the proposed approach at 
Third street and Franklin avenue. This is a lo- 
cation against which opposition is taking form 
at City Hall. ‘ 

This opposition should not be misinterpreted 
on the East Side. Another bridge is needed and 
East St. Louis or St. Clair County will serve the 
metropolitan area by building one. But a fun- 
damental consideration for any new bridge is 
that it be placed at the very best possible loca- 
tion, as determined by present and projected 
traffic surveys. 

A bridge at Franklin avenue would be un- 
necessarily elose to Eads bridge. It would bring 
more traffic to a point which already is carry- 
ing capacity loads at peak hours. It would vio- 
late the city’s master plan, which has been co- 
ordinated in the matter of traffic, with highway 
department studies and plans on both sides of 
the river. : 

A Cass avenue approach is much to be pre- 
ferred. Cass avenue is sone five blocks further 
north. A bridge at that point would carry much 
of the livestock hauling for the National Stock- 
yards without involving it in thick city traffic. 
It would provide a faster connection to the 
Horseshoe Lake area which is a probable airport 
site. It would fit into Missouri and Illinois high- 
way plans. Indeed, a list of arguments in favor 
of Cass avenue cquld be compiled. 

While the details of the bridge proposal are 
under review, it is in order to take a long look 
at the fee of $180,000 which would go to Joseph 
McGlynn, East St. Louis lawyer, for “special 
services.” Obviously, construction of a bridge 
requires much legal work and fair compensati 
is fully justified. But $180,000 is a lot of fee 
and it would require a tremendous number of 
tolls to meet it. 

St. Louis should and doubtless will co-operate 
in every reasonable way in the construction of a 
new bridge, financed from the East Side. A 
vital part of co-operation is vigilant and con- 
structive criticism.

Beginning of a Weird Tale 


“The beginning of Buster Crabbe’s trage- 
dy was when he found valuable documents, 
through which documents he could give 
light and prove the criminal and aggressive 
plans of reactionary circles in America. 

“On May 31, Buster Crabbe came to the 
apartment of the well-known film actor, 
Spencer Tracy, also well known as a 
‘leftist,’ and they had a long talk in the 
presence of Tyrone Power. The next day, 
Crabby, with Power and Cooper, left for 
New York to see Henry Wallace. When he 
(Crabbe) came back home, someone called 
him on the phone and advised him to stop 
his activities, because it might cause ‘un- 
pleasant’ results, but he (Crabbe) was not 
afraid. 


“From New York he left by plane for 
Washington intending to see Mr. Truman, 
and to show the results of his discovery. 
But Mr. Truman did not receive him. Then 
Crabbe, in accordance with Wallace, Elliott

The trend to large metropolitan 
areas is expected to be further 
accelerated by the boom in in- 
dustry and trade, with the rural 
population remaining stationary 
or declining. 

Trend Toward Suburbs. 

While the movement of people 
is toward the metropolitan dis- 
tricts, inside the districts them- 
selves, says the report, the trend 
is outward toward the suburbs 
and the communities around the 
periphery of the cities. 

It is pointed out in the study 
that the reproduction rate for 
these “satellite” metropolitan areas 
—the population centers around 
the fringe of cities—is  signif- 
icantly higher than for the cities 
proper, indicating an important 
“effect upon our future popula- 
tion growth.” 

Factors contributing to the de- 
centralization of ¢ities—the move- 
ment from the core of cities to 
the outer fringes—are listed as 
greater use of automobiles; im- 
provement in public transporta- 
tion, the “prestige” of residing in 
the suburbs, extension of telephone 
and electric service, and to a 
limited degree the movement of 
industry into the outer areas. 

The long-range trend toward 


metropolitan districts is shown by 
figures that in 1900 a ony 25.5 per 


cent ot the total population lived 
in urban areas, compared to more 
than 40 per cent. in 1940. 

The population of the St. Louls 
metropolitan area in 1940 was 
1,367,977, one of the charts in the 


report shows. This is compared to 


a total of 1,293,516 in 1930; 925,012 
in 1920, and 828,733 in 1910.

RODUCER Mark Hellinger’s success with “The Killers,” a 
terse and realistic melodrama, evidently has led him to be- 
lieve the way to even more successful movies is to serve up 
eee Dante ot seamen tees eee Pere Se erry.

The 
forces of law are Shabbily represented by four men—a brutal 
guard captain who enjoys driving a éonvict to suicide, beating 
another savagely about the head with a rubber hose, and mow- 
ing down others with a machine gun; a weak and ineffectual 
warden; a pompous, stupid politician; and a kind-hearted, 
cynical drunkard who is the prison physician. The crimes 
which sent the convicts to the prison are either glosséd over 
er not explained. Although seem to have a fair amount 
of privileges, the convicts are ted as the victims of 
injustice and the sadism of the guard captain. Conceivably, 
there actually may be brutal guard captains in real prisons. 


Many cruel practices in the past have been eliminated by re- 


form. But in throwing sympathy without qualification to law- 
breakers, Mr. Hellinger, in our opinion, is doing a grave public 

It is not an ‘edifying thing when some spectators cackle 
with pleasure when convicts armed with blow torches force 
another convict into a huge stamp press, where he is crushed 
to death. Nor when some of an audience applaud as prison 
guards are murdered. We heard that at the performance we 
attended. The blame falls on the movie itself and not on the 
spectators, as those who' have become absorbed in its plot, 
without thinking, may well have been led into that frame of 
mind. That the movie, in its rawer aspects, is forceful and 
exciting, contributes to this.

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Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


EING as easy to entertain as 
B the next guy, we spent a few 

hours sitting in the rain try- 
ing to figure out how water got 
in under a window. Our findings 
were nothing short of amazing. 


A drop of water, hereafter to 
be known as X, dropped on the 
window sill and slid down the 
outside edge. At this point it 
should have dropped to the 
ground but it didn’t. A slight 
breeze—(Y)—pushed X with con- 
siderable violence along the un- 
derside of the sill until X div 
appeared in a tiny weeny crack 
where the window 
outside wall. 

It is easy to see that if you get 
enough small drops of water com- 
ing through a crack you'll have 
something that could be called a 
“leak.” 

So what to do? 
One r to stop this trouble is 
called a drip gap. This is just a 


little half circle gouged out along 
the underside of the sill for the | 


entire length. Water can't cross 
this gap.so it drops to the ground 
to try for the basement.
